$2,528.00. At about 2 pem. 27/1/39, the same gang broken into 
a c€odown at No.32 Tsoongming Road, owned by a4 !'reAnimaco Fujita 
of Noe556 Woosung, Road, and stole 52 cases of csndle,value 
$260.00, 19 bars of surar,value £684.00, 10 cases of Japanese sake 
value $250.00, 20 cases of cube-suger, value “120,00, 4 cases of 
biscuit, vleue 132.00, 25 cases of whisky, velue $500.00 and vaious 
kinds of foodstuffs to the value of £500.00.
